Pittsburg, Pa., May 4.—The most dis 
astrous fire that has visited Pittsburg 
since the great fire of 1845, excepting 
during the riots of 1877, destroyed $2,- 
700,000 worth of merchandise and prop­ 
erty Sunday night and probably result 
ed in two deaths and the injury of four 
others.

ning George’s Fleet Ready to Go Into 
Action- One Successful 
Engage­

London. May 4.—The chief points of 
interest in the 
war 
situation 
are: 
First, that the decision of the minis­ 
ters who have 
returned 
from 
the 
Greek frontier seems to be in favor of 
a continuance of the war, and, second, 
that fighting continued almost inces­ 
santly at Velestino from last Tuesday 
until Sunday, with the result that Gen. 
Smolensk! has been prevented 
from 
actually assuming his new duties as 
chief of staff. As a further result, the 
Greeks at Velestino have managed to 
retain their positions, but they are too 
much fatigued to follow up their suc­ 
cess. 
Altogether fourteen 
officers have 
been recalled from Crete to be sent on 
to Thessaly, and this also is a proof 
of the intention of the new cabinet 
to continue the war. 
The movement 
is actuated by necessity. All the best 
officers are being sent to the front, 
nor is there any intention yet dis­ 
played to evacuate Crete. 
The Turkish army is advancing in 
three columns on Pharsala, while an 
additional column is operating in the 
direction of Volo. As the Volo column 
could easily take Velestino in the rear, 
the Greek position is very precarious. 
This probably explains the retention 
of Gen. Smolenski there, as it was nat-

Athens, May 4T—It is said here on 
good authority that the powers 
have 
made overtures to Greece bn the sub­ 
ject of peace, but that the government 
declines to invoke Q|e mediation 
of 
Europe. 
The king has decided to re­ 
main here for the present. 
It appears that the Turks asked an 
armistice in order to bury their dead. 
The request was referred to the com­ 
mander in chief, from whom no defi­ 
nite reply is forthcoming, but the ar­ 
mistice is tacitly observed. 
The Greeks speak with emotion of 
the enemy’s gallantry. The Turks had 
evidently planned to surprise the Greek 
military authorities before they could 
recover from the bewilderment of the 
retreat from Larissa and to intercept 
the railway at Velestino, thus cutting 
off Pharsala from the nearest base of 
supplies and pushing in a strong wedge 
of troops in order to threaten Volo and 
Pharsala. They could have been cap­ 
tured or annihilated if there had been 
sufficient rolling stock 
to 
transport 
Greek re-enforcements from Pharsala, 
or if Gen. Smolenski’s troops had not 
been too tired to attempt a flank move­ 
ment.

A curious fact of practical impor­ 
tance is sometimes lost sight of in the 
management of 
coal, 
namely, 
that 
while hard and brown coal are both 
subject to explosion and ignition, the 
causes are different; the explosion be­ 
ing due to the liberation of gas known 
as fire damp, which follows on a de­ 
crease of atmospheric pressure, while 
ignition results solely from oxidation 
of iron pyrites contained in the coal, 
these pyrites being exposed to the ac­ 
tion of oxygen and 
moisture. 
The 
finer the division of the coal the great­ 
er is the 
danger, 
and 
coal 
above 
ground is particularly liable to this. 
Numerous attem pts to reduce this dan­ 
ger have been made, principally 
by 
ventilating the stacks, a plan which, 
however, has failed, on account of the 
increased amount of oxygen introduced 
into the interior of the mass. 
The 
practice of ventilating the coal bunk­ 
ers of ships has not even up to the 
present tim e been abandoned, notwith­ 
standing the unfavorable results lia­ 
ble to follow such a course.

EX-ASSISTANT SECRETARY DIS­ 
CUSSES ACCUSATIONS. 
REFUSES 
TO DISCUSS THE DOE 
MATTER. 


Knows Nothing About Having Been W ar Department Officials Are Afflected 
Relieved of His Duties and Never 
Even Heard of an Investigation by 
Lamont—Milwaukee Journal’s In­ 
terview W ith Him. 


Last evening’s Milwaukee Journal 
prints the following interview with 
General J. B. Doe: 
General J. B. Doe, who was assis­ 
tan t secretary of war under the Cleve­ 
land administration, was seen this 
morning in his office in the Pabst 
building, in regard to the statements 
reflecting on his official conduct pub­ 
lished in morning papers. 
He pro­ 
nounced the charges generally false 
and misleading. 
“ These attacks upon the chai acier 
of officials,’’said General Doe, “ by the 
partisan press have been sufficiently 
frequent in the past not to be the 
source of surprise, and they seem to 
call for no refutation. 
However, I 
will say that the ones to which you re­ 
fer are for the most part entirely false 
and those that are not absolutely faLe 
are distortions of entirely unimpor­ 
tant and innocent occurrences.” 
When asked what toe facts were in 
connection with the statement that he 
had been deprived by Secretary La­ 
mont of his autnovity and relieved 
from the duties connected with the po­ 
sition, General Doe said: “ The state­ 
ment that I was at any time relieved of 
the duties of my post is entirely news 
to me and the report is entirely false 
so far as my knowledge goes.” 
When afckad about the statement 
that he had shipped a carload of fur­ 
niture belonging to the government to 
Janesville on an express frank, Gen. 
Doe replied: 
“ I, sent nothing away 
from the department that belonged to 
to the government. 
What I did send 
to Janesville was a lot of government 
publications which had been printed 
for distribution.” 
The statement that a lot of chests 
were made for him from costly woods 
by the carpenter of the department at 
the expense of the government, Gen. 
Doe pronounced false. “ What carpen­ 
ter work and binding I had done was 
paid for by me. 
I had a lot of packing 
cases made in whioh to ship the gov­ 
ernment publications home, but I paid 
the carpenter for the cost of the 
material and I am in possession of the 
receipts for such payments. In regard 
to the bicycles which the article refers 
to, I will say that I purchased several 
for the messenger service of the war 
department, and they are probably 
the machines referred to. 
They were 
purchased for the service of the de­ 
partment; however, not for myself.” 
“ General, this articla states that 
Secretary Lamont made an investiga­ 
tion of your doings and that he re­ 
quired you to make restitution to the 
department to the amount of $1,000 
for government property which the 
article said you had sent away from 
Washington.” 
Gen. Doe replied, “ That is entirely 
falsj.” 
“ The article says that Secretary 
Lamont made an investigation and 
called 1>afore him seve. a1 employes of 
the department in regard to material 
you are said to have packed up and he 
ordered the bixes opened aud the ma­ 
terial replaced on the shelves.” 
Gen. Doe said: 
“ I f any investiga­ 
tion of this kind took place I never 
heard of it ” 
When his attention was called to 
the statement that he had forced out 
of the position of chief of the supply 
division an 
old 
soldier, 
Captain 
Thorpe, who had held the position for 
a quarter of a century, 
in order to 
order to make room for Richard J. 
Whitton of Janesville, Gen. Doe said: 
•Capt. Thorpe resigned of his own 
free will and no pressure was brought 
to force him out. The Aret knowledge 
I had of his leaving the post was 
when his resignation 
was handed 
in. 
He 
retired 
voluntarily and 
was not removed to make room for 
Mr. Whitton nor any one else. 
It is 
worthy of note that Mr. Whitton’s 
record in the department was an ex­ 
cellent one and that in a single year 
of his administration of the supply 
division the government was saved 
nearly $40,000.” 
Among the statements in the article 
referred to was one that Gen. 
Doe 
would have been required to resign 
but for the influence of Senator Vilas 
who induced President Cleveland to 
do nothing in the matter. 
When his 
attention was called to this statement 
Gen. Doe replied: “ lf I was at any 
time retained in the department at 
the request or by the intervention of 
anybody, or for any reason other 
than that my services were entirely 
satisfactorily 
to the president and 
the secretary of war, I am wholly un­ 
aware of the fact. 
At 
least both 
President Cleveland and the secretary 
expressed themselves to me as entirely 
satisfied with the manner in 
which 
I had performed the duties of my 
place. 
Numerous stories have been in 
circulation regarding 
my not per 
lot ming any duties incident to my 
position. 
These reports have been 
repeatedly denied and were probably 
started and kept in circulation 
by 
partisan papers for political effect.”

The Countess of Aberdeen, president 
cf the N ational Council of Women for 
Canada aud wife of the governor general 
of Canada, delivered the address at the 
quarterly convocation of the University 
of Chicago on April I. 
Lady Aberdeen 
said that the idea of coeducation aud 
co-operation should be accepted through­ 
out life. The forming of associations of 
women has been necessary for training 
aud s : j ugtli, but should be regarded as 
a temporary expedient to meet a tem po­ 
rary need. “ Man was not m eant to live 
alone,” she said, “ but still less was 
woman. 
It may be well and desirable 
at the present tim e to have our women’s 
clubs aud councils, and let u s put our 
best effort into them to make them pro­
